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here is declining. There are still many cases in the city, but the mor- 
tality has not been very high recently. According to the official report 
of the board of health for the seven days ended June 23, the total death 
rate was as follows : 

June 17, 44 deaths; June 18, 40 deaths; June 19, 24 deaths; June 
20, 31 deaths ; June 21, 46 deaths ; June 22, 39 deaths ; June 23, 53 
deaths; making a daily average of 39 and a fraction. The normal 
death rate at this season is about 35 per day. 

Hence I feel warranted in assuring the Department that health condi- 
tions here now are fairly satisfactory.

Report of vessels inspected at Yokohama during year 1896-97. 

Yokohama, July 1, 1897. 
Sir : I have the honor to report that, during the year July 1, 1896, 
to June 30, 1897, I have, as sanitary inspector, United States Marine- 
Hospital Service, inspected 152 ships bound for United States ports, or 
an average of 1 every two and one-half days. Of this number 80 car- 
ried steerage passengers. Of these I inclose a detailed statement show- 
ing that, of these vessels, 56 were British, 14 under United States flag, 
and 10 Japanese, and that, as all passengers already on board, and those 
destined for way ports, are examined quite as thoroughly as those 
embarking here for the United States, I have personally inspected 18.552 
passengers during the year. If to these are added the crews of all the 
ships inspected, which will average fully 80 men for each vessel, the 
total of persons examined amounts to 30, 712.
